Airlines Versus Fogs 


Cooler weather of fall means a return of the fogs 
that have been shutting down air service-another 
form of the ancient struggle of man against weather, 


For 20 years there have been scientific attacks on 
airport fog without practical results until last winter. 
Cold fog, when the temperature is below freezing, has 
been mastered long enough for 14 airports to have 
necessary equipment last winter. 


But about 95 fogs of each 100 are formed in warmer 
air. Airline money was used for experiments resulting 
in dispersing about 7 out of 10 warm fogs. The method 
was used at Portland, Ore., last winter, 


Meantime a less expensive method was being used 
at Sacramente and Los Angeles with results that cause 
1968 to be considered the year fog control arrived, 
The cheaper seeding method came from experiments 
by the National Aeronautics andSpace Administration,

Historical Ancestry 


A Wee Bit o’Scotland awaits 
members and guests of the San 
Antonio Community Hospital Wo- 
men’s Auxiliary when they arrive 
at the home of Mrs, Richard Du- 
Vall for the Annual Silver Tea 
on Monday, Oct, 20, at 3 p.m. 
It was formerly the home of the 
late Mr. and Mrs, Norman Law- 
son, parents of Mrs, Richard Du- 
vall, 

Guests arriving at the drive- 
way will see two boulders stand- 
ing guard, One bears the word 
Quinta, a Spanish word mean- 
ing country home or villa. The 
other, the name, Montrose, The 
letters are carved into the stones, 
They give a hint to the Scottish 
ancestry connected with this fam- 
ily, and Mr. Lawson’s SouthAm- 
erican birth, 

Montrose was known as James 
I, Marquis of Montrose, Caught 
up in the turmoil of political 
and religious strife within Brit- 
ain, he was beheaded in the year 
1650, The Marquis is: identified 
with the Lawsan side of the fam- 
ily, according to Mrs, DuVall, 

Mr. Norman Lawson was born 
in Buenos Aires of Scottish par- 
ents, and schooled in England. 





He came to Upland from Argen- 
tina in 1921 with his parents, the 
late Mr, and Mrs, Charles Law- 
son, In 1925 he journeyed to 
Scotland and married his child- 
hood sweetheart, Jenny Murray, 
When he returned with his bride, 
they purchased the acreage on 
which the house now stands, 
There was an established orange 
grove On the site, but the lemon 
trees had to be started from seed, 
In order to protect the tender 
yOung shoots, a snow fence was 
erected to keep the deer from 
eating them, Each planting hole 
was blasted from the rocky soil 
with a small charge of dynamite, 
Finally the young seedlings were 
set Out, 

The house was built in 1928, 
Through the years it was re- 
modeled to fit the needs of a 
growing family, It is situated 
well back from the road, almost 
hidden by large, old trees and 
shrubbery. 

The family den contains two

“The average working 
man or woman faces 
bankruptcy in the event 
of a serious medical em- 
ergency in his family,” 
stated Senator Alfred H, 
Song (D-28th District), 
Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Business 
and Professions, 


Song also said that ‘‘the 
lawmakers have provided 
for those on welfare, Now, 
it is high time we thought 
about the long-neglected 
silent majority, the con- 
scientious working man 


and woman and their 
families, who cannot 
afford decent medical 
care,” 


Welfare recipients are 
entitled to Medicare ben- 
efits, under which they 
can employ private phy- 
sicians and surgeons and 
qualify for hospital care, 
All costs are paid by the 
federal and state govern- 
ments, 


‘“‘A medical emergency 
such as heart surgery or 
hospitalization of a month 
Or more, can break the 
average person, Yet, one 
on welfare gets all of 
this for nothing, We must 
do something about this,” 
declared Song, 


Senator Song has pro- 
posed a voluntary medical 
insurance program that 
every working man and 
woman may subscribe to, 
administered by the state 


and underwritten by a 
private insurance com- 
pany, 


According to Song, the 
cost would be minimal as 
it would be spread over 
a broad basis, with pos- 


sibly hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons sub- 
scribing, 


**This is not socialized 
medicine,”” stated Song, 
‘‘People would. enroll 
voluntarily, a _ private 
company would under- 
write this, and there 
would be acomplete free- 
dom of choice in the 
selection of doctors and 
hospitals,”’ 


‘“‘Why shouldn’t the 
working man and woman, 
Struggling tO support 
themselves and their 
families, get at the very 
least, the same standard 
of medical care that the 
people on welfare get for
